MINNIE ADAMS BREAKS A TRACK RECORD. 



Runs One Mile and a Sixteenth in 1:46 2-5 at 
Churchill Downs — Racing Gossip. 



lamisville, Ky., Octolier 17. — Minnie Adams, mak- 
ing her first ap|a*arauce in a race since June 10, 
when she finished seventh in the Queen Cit,v Handl- 
caii at Latonia, won Hie fifth race at Churchill 
Ibiwiks this afternoon and set a new track record 
for Hie one mile and a sixteenth — 1:40J. Though 

slie liad lieen working fast since her return from 
the east, some doubt existed as to her tiiorougli 
fitness, but Ihe lieavy liacking she was accordixl 
liy Fred Cook dispelled this and caused many of 
the most tliilikHis to trail in the wake of Iter owner. 
She showed lier old-time rilght of liigli S|iee<l and 
raced along in tlie lead hy a safe distance and 
altlioiigh tiring slightly near the end, won well In 
hand. 

In the steeplechase, Creolin scoretl his third vto- 
tory at tills iue«*fing. His victory ttxiay. however, 
was a flukey one. With gootl racing luck Lady 
.locelyii would have won. She lilundered at tlie 
last six jumps ami her rider lost his stirrup at the 
last tine. 

Finishes were close in most of tlie races and tlie 
Iiig crowd eiijoy«*d Hie siKirt immensely. Nicol’s 
ride on Shining Star was mostly responsllile for 
that horst* coming home In front.
